To TUB ElUToii OF TBI 1 1 KKAi.P : 
The columns of the Herald are always 
open to the public for criticism and 
rcctions, and now I tako the liberty to 
say a word or two in reference to tho out- 
break of typhoid fever in the New York 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb, 
which is situated on Eleventh avenue 
and lG2d stuet. 

I am a graduate of the above institu- 
tion and was under a six years' course of 
instruction. While 1 was there I was 
undei Dr. Rodenstein's and Dr. H rooks' 
care and not under l'r. l'oi tor's, the pre- 
sent Superintendent and resident physi- 
cian, for he was ohoaeo in the year 1879, 

I think During my time I saw many 
outbreaks of epidemics. Twice tho ty- 
phoid fever appeared once in an alarm 
ing form, but only fifteen pupils out of 
580 died, and the fever wan soon under 

control. This appeared at the time Dr. 

Ostein had charge. Such outbreaks 

I believe, caused by the new road 

and tho water in the care, as Dr. Porter 

lately stated to a reporter of the HernlJ. 
I think that the causes of such outbreaks 
are the following : —While a pupil my 
self 1 saw that the floor of the boys' 
washroom was always wet a«d the walls 
damp. Tho sitting-room in whioh the 
boys study is very large and airy, but 
the desks are close together, and the pu- 
pils are not pleased to sit so close. I>ur 
Id weather groat difficulty is expo 
rienced in heating this room to a comfort 
able temperature. This sitting room is 
wanned by steam pipes, which run around 
if and are adjusted to the walls. 

The school i-ooins on the third tier have 
of late been changed into bedrooms, and 
they are as large as our common cooking 
rooms. In these rooms a large number of 
pupils sloop, and it is known that the air 
at night is very unpleasant- the windows 
dosed and injurious to the health 
of the occupants,
